THE KINGDOM OF GOD MOVEMENT 


(From an article in ‘“‘The Witness,’’ entitled ‘‘The Christian in the Modern World,” 
by Bishop Parsons) 


The Church, as such, can not support any special political or 
social program but surely it can support the Kingdom of God 
movement. Perhaps that is the objective for which, as I have 
said, many are feeling their way. But what it means for you and 
for me is that we must judge every movement in the light of the 
Kingdom of God. However we vote, whatever economic views 
we take, we must always make our choice in the light of the 
Kingdom. And finally, with untroubled spirit, we may keep our 
heads. We are entering a time of bitter political controversy. 
Prejudice, half-truths, hatreds are in the saddle. Abuse takes the 
place of reason. Lies and scandal and silly exaggeration blur the 
thinking of millions. If a man is touched with liberalism he is 
likely to be labeled a “red,” in the pay of Moscow. If one really 
believes that there is some integrity still left among the defend- 
ers of the present economic order one is a reactionary and in the 
pay of Wall Street. Silliness, stupidity, sentimentality are ram- 
pant. Men are letting their emotions control. The conservative 
cries: “The old ways are best; let us change nothing.” The radi- 
cal cries: “The new ways are best; let us change everything.” 
But the Christian cries: “Prove all things. Hold fast to that 
which is good.” It is the business of the Christian to keep his 
head in all this tumult. He lives in the atmosphere-of the King- 
dom. He tries to see it as God sees it. He is at once detached, dis- 
passionate and full of passion.

Elsewhere in this paper appears the account of the 
highly successful Asilomar Conference. One is always 
tempted to say that any such meeting, if a successful 

and happy occasion, is the “best 
Asilomar and After yet.” We have probably had a 

good many conferences which 
are the “best yet” but in this case we reached not only 
a great increase in numbers over last year but also a 
very high level in accomplishment. The class work 
was particularly fine. The leadership was inspiring. A 
great number of parishes and missions were repre- 
sented. I am sure that everyone went away feeling that 
it was more than worth while and that they would do 
all they could to bring others next year. 


We are deeply grateful for the help given us by 
Bishop Quin and the Rev. Dr. Hart, who came to us 
from long distances. We are grateful to Mr. Green, the 
dean of the school, and all his committee, to the fac- 
ulty—among whom I may especially name Mrs. Blos- 
ser, a member of the Disciples, who gave such stimu- 
lating work in missions—and to the many who co- 
operated in the work for young and old. 


The general theme was “The Forward Movement.” 
In the clergy conferences and the splendid addresses 
of Bishop Quin and Dr. Hart we learned a great many 

things about the Forward 
The Forward Movement Movement which we did not 

know or which had not as 
yet taken hold of us. We are going to use very much 
more hereafter the. Archdeacon, a member of the For- 
ward Movement Commission, in telling us about these 
matters. Two points about the Forward Movement 
which emerged during the discussions and talks seem- 
ed to me to be of enough importance to write of them 
for the clergy and others in the Diocese. 

The first is as to the function of the Forward Move- 
ment. There is a tendency to think of the Commission 
as being something parallel to the National Council. 
There is, however, a very essential difference. The Na- 
tional Council exists to do for the Church certain defi- 
nite work which the dioceses and parishes and people 
can not do for themselves. It is a kind of governmental 
agency carrying on for us the missionary work of the 
Church, the administration of large funds and such 
educational, social service and other functions as can 
not be undertaken except with national leadership. 


The Forward Movement is something essentially 
different. It exists not to do something for us but to 
help us to do our own work more effectively. It does 
not come to a Diocese and say this or that should be 
done. Rather, it tells us if we want to rat 2 the de- 
votional life of the people, “Here are the Forward 
Day by Day Bible Readings.” If we want to help the 
clergy or laity by retreats, “Here are things which 
will guide you in it.” If we want to hold a preaching 
mission, “Here is help for doing it.” Or if we want in- 
formation as to what other dioceses and parishes have 
been doing in this matter, the commission has it. All 


this, it will be seen, is not to do something for us but 
as I have said before, to — us to do our essential 
ovement has nothing to 


work better. The Forward 


do with money raising campaigns or parish organiza- 
tion or guild work or Auxiliary work or men’s club 
work. It exists only to re-invigorate and through that 


re-invigoration to further the rehabilitation of our 
Church life. 


The other point is equally important. When we are 
making an Every Member Canvass in a parish, while 
we want as canvassers loyal Church people, we do not 
ask for further qualifications than a general loyalty 
and a readiness to help. But the Forward Movement 
concerns itself with the deeper spiritual sources of life 
and action. In our efforts to further it we do not mean 
that we are furthering the Forward Movement as 
such. We are only using what it can give us to deepen 
and strengthen the religious life of our people. Conse- 
quently, we can not simply organize as we would a 
canvass, getting committees to go hither and yon or 
merely enrolling ready speakers to tell about it. The 
essential thing, which is life in God, can be communi- 
cated only by those who have already found God. We 
can not convert people to the Christian way except 
through those who have already entered upon it. 
Hence, we ought not to look for anything like a great 
organized campaign in this matter. What we are after 
is the kind of organic growth which is suggested to 
us in the parable of the mustard seed (the reading 
from St. Mark for the day on which I write this). 

If we keep these two things clearly in mind then 
we can step forward, making the fullest use of the fine 
contributions which the leaders at Asilomar brought 


‘to us.

Compensation Insurance Charges for 1936 
By Frederic M. Lee 


In making an audit of last year’s compensation in- 
surance the agent of the company wanted to add the 
following changes to 1935 premiums: i 

Paragraph 4 of the compensation insurance policies 
reads: “That where lodging is furnished, $6 per month 
must be added to the salary. Where board is also sup- 

lied, an additional $30 per month is charged; or for 
both board and lodging, $36 per month.” We de- 
murred against this charge for 1935, since we had not 
been notified in advance that there would be any addi- 
tional charges over those of 1934, settlement for which 
had been duly acknowledged. 

For 1936 we are making additional charges to all 

rticipants of the blanket policy for compensation 
nsurance of the Diocese and allied corporations, par- 
ishes and missions. In the case of a rector receiving 
$2400 per year there would be added thereto $72 for 
his rent, which at the rate of 22 cents per $100 adds 
16 cents to the cost of the insurance; and for other 
employes the increase at the various rates according to 
the different classifications. 


New Vicar at St. Mark’s, King City 
The Rev. Frederick Goodhue Hicks, rector of Christ 
Church, Calumet, Michigan, has accepted a call to 
become vicar of St. Mark’s Church, King City, succeed- 
ing the Rev. Penrose Hirst, who is leaving to become 
rector of the Church of the Advent, Brownsville, 
Texas. Mr. Hicks graduated from the University of 
Michigan in 1926, taught in the public schools of that 
State for several years and attended the Episcopal 

Theological School at Cambridge, Massachusetts.

Asilomar Conference Attendance Gains 


With a total attendance of 177—composed of 3 chil- 
dren, 66 young people, 96 adults and 12 faculty mem- 
bers—the 1936 Diocesan Conference at Asilomar goes 
on record as one of the best ever held. This was 44 
more than the 133 of last year and 27 of the parishes 
and missions of the Diocese were represented. Trin- 
ity, San Jose, had the largest single delegation. 


Outstanding among the many fine features of the 
conference were the reports given by two members of 
the National Forward Movement Commission — the 
Rt. Rev. Clinton S. Quin, D. D., Bishop of Texas, and 
the Rev. Dr. Oliver Hart, D. D., rector of St. John’s 
Parish, Washington, D. C. Bishop Quin, by foregoing 
attendance at the commission’s meeting at Chatta- 
nooga, was able to be present for the first half of the 
conference. Dr. Hart, coming directly from the com- 
mission’s meeting, was present for the second half 
and brought news of the Forward Movement. Thus 
the theme of the conference, “Progressing with the 
Forward Movement,” was greatly augmented. The in- 
spiration of the evening addresses given by Bishop Quin 
and Dr. Hart will not soon be lost by any who had the 
privilege of hearing them. Their message of the prog- 
ress and work of the Forward Movement throughout 
the Church was encouraging. 


Of especial interest and value was the meaning of 
this year’s conference for the young people. Not only 
were they present in numbers but they also had a well 
worked out program of their own. Part of this was 
under the sponsorship of the House of Young Church- 


‘men in the form of a course on “Young People in Re- 


ligious Education” given by Miss Lois Ruth Osler, 
chairman of the department of religious education of 
the House of Young Churchmen. “Problems in Chris- 
tianity and the Young People of the Church” was an- 
other course especially designed for young people and 
led by the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix of St. Paul’s, Oak- 
land. This was a discussion group class and the find- 
ings of the course will be presented if possible at a 
later date. A content course on the Old Testament for 
young people was given by the Rev. C. R. Greenleaf 
of San Mateo. 

For adults there were three splendid courses. Onc 
‘was by the Rev. Harold Brewster of St. James, San 
Francisco, on “Social Democracy and the Teaching of 
Jesus.” A second was on “Religious Thought in These 
Times” by Dr. Elliot Van N. Diller of Palo Alto. The 
third was on “Forwarding Missions” by Mrs. R. W. 
Blosser, whom the conference was glad to welcome 
from another communion. Each day was started for 
the young people and adults alike by the stimulating 
talks of Bishop Parsons on “Practical Christian Living 
and the Forward Movement.” 


One of the new features of the conference was a 
library sponsored by the Rev. James Malloch of Trin- 
ity, Hayward. This year the annual pilgrimage was to 
St. Paul’s, Salinas, where the conference was entertain- 
ed at tea by the Guild and welcomed by the rector, the 
Rev. J. A. Tancock. The sunset services on the sand 


dunes by the sea were again one of the loveliest feat- 
ures of the week. To the dean of the conference, the 
Rev. Oscar Green, and to Miss Avis Harvey of the De- 
partment of Religious Education ‘hanks of all are due. 
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The Archdeacon’s Letter 
Dear Folk in the Diocese of California: 


I confess that when I attend a conference at Asilo- 
mar and see the clergy with members of their congre- 
gations I feel sort of homesick for the closer pastoral 
relationships that exist between a rector and his people. 

I called on three clergymen not long ago and none 
of them were at home; they were where they ought to 
be, out calling on their people. I was sorry not to see 
them but I was glad they were on the job. The clergy 
of this Diocese are pretty much on the job; anyone 
who attended the Diocesan Summer School would have 
thought they were quite highbrow if he had attended 
their lectures. The use of the Forward Movement 
pamphlets for daily Bible reading in this Diocese com- 
pares well with the use in other places. During Lent 
the parishes ordered enough to supply 71 per cent of 
our total communicant list and for the summer sea- 
son they have ordered enough for 68 per cent. 

At St. Peter’s, Redwood City, a most astonishing 
thing has happened, which one of the officers attribut- 
ed to the effect of the Forward Movement. In less than 
four weeks a sort of spontaneous combustion among 
the choir members raised over $1000, three-fourths of 
which was in cash, for a Hammond electric organ. St. 
Peter’s is obviously on its feet and a debt should not 
worry a going concern. I hope I can soon report that 
the Redwood debt is vanishing. 

Debts are vanishing. In three weeks All Saints, San 
Francisco, secured pledges for $1800. Trinity, Hay- 
ward, is assuming the interest on its indebtedness and 
is reducing the principal. St. Clement’s, Berkeley, and 
St. Paul’s, Burlingame, are smashing into their large 
indebtednesses and I hear rumors of some such pos- 


sibilities around Trinity, San Francisco. Doubtless 
there are others.

This is about the sixth time I have been rey for 
money and I suppose no one will read my letters from 
now on. I noticed that in the diocesan paper of the Dio- 
cese of Liverpool (England, of course) the Bishop does 
the begging—and he does a lot! The Church papers 
report that the Bishop of London (England again) is 
out for about £10,000 for current expenses. If he gets 
it it will be because he lets his needs and wants be 
known. Please excuse this apology but the need is 
urgent; the vicarage must be ready by August 1. 

On my way back from the Forward Movement Com- 
mission meeting at Chattanooga I had to spend a few 
hours between trains at Kansas City and saw the Rev. 
Richard Trelease and his family. I talked to the Sun- 
day School of his parish and attended part of the 
morning service. The Treleases are all well and send 
their love and greetings to their many friends in this 
Diocese.

Two events of major importance not only to Cathe- 
dral worshippers but to the Diocese have occurred 
since the last issue of The Pacific Churchman. 

Excavations have been made for the foundation of 
the great north tower. This has involved the cutting 
off of the northeast corner of the old crypt and nearly 
half of the garden in the Cathedral close. The donor 
of the tower and bells plans to build progressively dur- 
ing his own lifetime until he sees the fulfillment of his 
purpose. 

The other matter is of more particular interest to 
our immediate Cathedral life. The choir house, with 
its entrance on Jones street, is in course of preparation 
for the use of the choir after vacation. A gift of $5000 
has made this possible. The clergy room, which the 
choir heretofore have used, will be available for its 
original purpose. The choir house will have a large 
rehearsal room, together with all conveniences, includ- 


ing space for music and a general library. There will 


be rooms for the officer of the choir, refectory space 
and kitchenette. The contract for this work has been 
awarded and the work begun.

St. Peter’s, Oakland, Loses Senior Warden 


On Monday, June 8, Mr. Leslie C. Hall, senior war- 
den for St. Peter’s Church, Oakland, entered into his 
eternal rest. For many years Mr. Hall served the par- 
ish with the wisdom and devotion of a true church- 
man, faithful to his trust even through long months 
of illness which he endured with Christian fortitude.

Canon Gott- 
schall pays glowing tribute to Leslie Hall’s beautiful 
Christian character and inspiring faith. Mr. Hall’s only 
son, Standish L. Hall; his daughter-in-law, Dr. Ger- 
aldine Hall; grandchildren, Ruth, John and Emily 
Patricia, members of St. Peter’s; and an only sister, 
who lives in his home State of Massachusetts, mourn 
his absence, which is being felt by the entire com- 
munity in which he spent the latter years of an active 
and unselfish life.

able course to avoid it, nevertheless believes that pre- 
paredness is essential to the safety and security of our 
country and that in case war comes it is the duty of 
every American citizen to defend our country in every 
possible manner.”

Anglo Bank Shows Resources of $225,430,895 


The Anglo California National Bank, in its state- 
ment of condition as of June 30, 1936, shows total re- 
sources of $225,430,895 in comparison with total re- 
sources of $214,322,020 as of December 31, 1935, an 
increase of $11,108,875 since the first of the year. Cash 
and securities now total $104,488,533, as compared 
with $94,224,814 as of December 31, 1935. 

Capital, surplus and undivided profits aggregate 
$20,346,155. The deposits of the Anglo California Na- 
tional Bank now total $198,071,950, in comparison 
with deposis of $185,170,763 as of December 31, 1935, 
and $171,458,667 as of June 29, 1935.
